By thedeath af Mr, W.N. Pethick the foreign 
community in Chinn loses’ a ripe Chinese 
scholarand a min of great individuality, which, 
however, he was curiously content to merge in 
a greater, that of Li Hung-chang. Mr. Pethick 
has often been called Li's Achates, surely in 
some respects an inept name, for of all men 
in the world Li hid the least resemblance 
to pious Zncas, If however it be a mere 
synonym for ‘devoted ‘friend’ and ‘faithful 
follower,’ there is less abjection. Only’ ‘once, 
in’ the autumn of 1900, did the bond snap and 
the allegiance fora moment fail 
at that time wrote to the Press: denouncing his 
old patron, and’stoutly condemned the policy 
of bringing ‘him up north. How he got over 
this stumbling block.is hot known, but a recon- 
ciliation was somehow effected, 

Mr. Pethick’s influence with Li was not! the 
less because it was unseen, and was generally’ 
ignored by diplomats and concessjcn hunters;
